Rabbinical College to be Established

Moscow, Wednesday 


Although the Russian press has so far refrained from giving the 
matter any publicity, the news that the Soviet Government, for the first 
time since the Revolution, has officially sanctioned the establishment of a 
Rabbinical College in Mascow has spread rapidly throughout the Russian 


capital. 


To the 500,000 Jews in this city this has come as a welcome surprise. 
Equally welcome, and received with great enthusiasm, is the news that,

30,000 JEWS STILL IN RIGA

JEWISH MEMBERS OF 
PARLIAMENT 


Sir Louis Gluckstein’s 
Tribute

In the 100 years or so since Jews 
have been allowed to sit in the House 
of Commons about 300 Jewish candi- 
dates have been clected and they have 
proved worthy of the privilege, stated 
Sir Louis Gluckstein, Q.C. (who was 
an M.P. from 1931 to 1945), when 
he spoke on the history of Anglo- 
Jewish Parliamentary emancipation to 
the B'nai Brith First Lodge of Eng- 
land, at 33 Seymour Place, W., last 
week. 

Sir Louis described the prolonged 
strugg‘e waged by the Liberals inside the 
Houses of Parliament to delete from the 


Parliamentary oath the seven words 
(unacceptable to Jews) “on the truce 
faith of a Christian.” and the carly 


efforts by such pioneers of Jewieh eman- 
cipation as David Salomons and Baron 


Lionel de Rothschild 
Two Conservatives 

Until the election, in 1874, of Mr. 
Saul Isaac. a Concervative, all Jewish 
MP« had been Liberals. said the 
speaker. Mr. Emanucl Shinwell (first 
elected in 1922) was the first Jewish 
Socialist in the House. Mr. Phil Piratin 


(1945 to 1950) was the only Jewish Com- 


munist. In the last two Parliaments the 
number of Jewish M.P.s had been 22 
and 17 respectively—all of them mem- 
bers of the Labour Party. The present 
Houre has in addition te the 17 Jewish 
Socialists two Jewish Conservatives-— 
Sir Henry d Avigdor-Goldsmid and Sir 


Keouh Joseph. 

There was no separate Jewish vote to 
be wooed cither in the House or in the 
constituencies, Sir Louts stated. And 
it would be both a bad day and a bad 
sign for the Jewish community here if 
such a vote should ever have to be 
formed. he added.

RACE RELATIONS IN 
SCHOOLS 


Criticism of Some Teaching 
Material 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The view that some of the teaching 
material used in schools contains the 
germs of racial bias, was expressed in 
‘background notes ” presented to the 
fourth conference for teachers and 
educationists held under the auspices 
of the Council of Christians and Jews 
on the teaching of race relations in the 
schools. which took place on Tuesday 
at the Royal Empire Society building, 
Northumberland Avenue. W.C.2. 

The conference, over which Professor 
J). A. Lauwerys (Protessor of Compara- 
tive Education at the University of Lon- 
don) presided, was divided into thres 
sessions each devoted to a. diffcrent facet 
of the subject. 

In the “ background notes” on the 
problem it was pointed out that “ the 
subject of race relations, far from being 
neglected in English schools. plays an 
important. if unobtrusive, part both in 
the ordinary teaching in class as well 
as the cultural life ouiside Yet two 
important conclusions emerge: (1) some 


of the teaching material used in the 
schools itself contains the germs of 
tias: (2) the importance of 


the whok subject in a rapidly contracting 
world is as yet insufficiemly realised.” 


Suggested Remedies 


Reference was made to suggestions 
which had been pui forward trom time 
to turme by educationists for remedying 
the present deliciencies. These were 
(1) Some form of social science (includ- 
ing the study of “ race relations ) might 
be included in the Teacher Training 
College syllabus and the svl abus for the 
General Certificate of Education: (2) the 
non-academic stream of pupils 
Secondary Modern schools) could with 
advantage concentrate more on social 
studies: (3) schools could be furnished 
far more hberally with pictures, charts. 
wall maps, etc., tending to rouse the 
cunosity of their members about other 
groups: (4) an extension of cultura! 
activities such as debates. plays. con- 
ferences, brains trusts, etc.. deahng with 
some aspect of the subject of-race rela- 
tions: (5) the compiling of a number of 
travelling exhibitions for schools illus- 
trating the life. outlook. and occupations 
of different racial groups and their con- 
tributions to civilisation: (6) a revision of 
textbooks aiming at (a) the elimrnation, 
as far as possible, of bias and tendcn- 
tiousness, (b) the strengthening of the 
pupils’ interest in races and groups other 
than his own 

Speaking on “ Theoretical Considera- 
tions Involved in the Teachings of Race 
Relations.” Dr. Cyril Bibby (Senior 
Lecturer at the College of St. Mark and 
St. John) said that although information 
was so readily ayailable. there were 
nevertheless quite a number of people— 
even éducated people —who did not seem 
to realise that there was no such thine 
as an Aryan race or of a Jewish race in 
any proper biological sense of the word 
and that what. in fact. one meant when 
one spoke of the Jewish “ race ” was the 
Jewish people with certain rather tenuous 


and not very clear biological 
characteristics. 

He stated that a verv laree minority 
of Jewish children at the scheol which 


he used to attend as a pupil in Liverpool, 
were Jewish and that he could remember 
how hurt he was hy being called 
a Goy recalled this fact merely 
as a reminder that “ these things are not 
always one-sided.” 


The Crucifixion Story 


The general attitude, he said, of the 
Christian to the Jew was very much tied 
up with the Crucifixion story, and in 
this connection he paid a tribute to the 
Council of Christians and Jews for the 
way in which it dealt with this matter. 

Mr. Myer Domnitz (Secretary to the 
Central Jewish Lecture Cé&mmittec) 
strongly advocated the use of the word 
“human ™ relations instead of “ race 
which, he said, had created such appal- 
ling havoc in human history. It was a 
problem which could not be discussed 
in isolation—it was also one for the home 
and the community as a whole. 

Mr. E. W. Maynard Potts (headmaster 
of Hendon Grammar School), who said 
about one-third of the 600 children at his 
school were Jewish, stated that they must 
make certain that all the groups in the 
schools mixed with each other without 
losing their individuality. 

Mr. E. O. James (Reader in 
Psychology at the Institute of Education, 
University of London). also spoke 

In the discussion, Mr. B. S.- Atkar 
(India) said: ** Never allow any film to 
be shown to people in which one race 
is depicted as infcrior to another.” 

Among those also present were Mr. G. 
Ellenbogen (Secretary of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association), Mrs. A. Klausner (World 
Jewish Congress), and Mr. A. I. Polack 
(Education Officer to the Council of 
Christians and Jews). 


BRITAIN’S TOLERANT 
ATTITUDE 


Roth on Reason for 
Resettlement

Speaking recently on “ Three Cen- 
turies Of Anglo-Jewish History, a 
Characterisation, Dr. Cecil Roth, 
President of the Jewish  Histori- 
cal Society, said that after long 
consideration he had come to the con- 
clusion that what was responsible for 
the resettlement of the Jews in this 
country and its glorious outcome was 
not the work of Manasseh ben Israel 
or Cromwell but. the tolerant attitude 
and non-interierence of the great mass 
of the British people. 


Dr. Roth was delivering the Arthur 
Davis Memorial Lecture at the Stern. 
Hall, 33 Seymour Place, W.1. lec- 


ture was sponsor.d, in th.s Tercentenary 
year, jointly by the Jewish Historical 
Society and the Angilo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, whose President, Mr.°R. N. Car- 
valho, was in the chair. Mr. Carvalho 
described the late Arthur Davis as “ the 
ideal Jewish scholar.” About 400 people 
were present. 

The outcome of Manas:ch ben Isracl's 
apparent failure when he returned broken- 
hearted to Amsic:dam, said Dr. Roth, 
was more gorrous than success could pos- 
sihiy have been. Had the original peti- 
iron been granted there could be no doulbi 
that wi.h the Resioration the decision to 
allow Jews to worship publicly would 
have been reversed immediately, When 
Charlies Il returned from cxile nothing 
was done to jcopardise.the position of the 
Jews. indeed, they had the promise of 
his protection. 


Unbroken Tranquillity 


Ihe Jews were admitied not, as 
Manasseh ben Israel expecied, - because 
of their special utility, the speaker added. 
They were not restricted to humble and 
despised trades. All the disabilities which 
Jews may have suffered were shared with 
the other rehgious minorities of the 
country. There being no discrimination, 
ihere was no fecling among the Jews of 
insecurtty, and they had thus enjoyed an 
unbroken period of tranquilliiy. As the 
communily grew t coumry became 
recognised as a haven and refuge from 
persecution 

Anglo-Jewry began to think of its own 
institutions in the English light, said Dr. 
Roth. Two characicristic developments 
were the Board of Deputies—* perhaps 
the mosi important institution of its kind 
in the world “—and the Chief Rabbinate. 

Ihe fact that the full emancipation of 
Jews. in other countries had taken place 
much earher than in England, said Dr. 
Roth. had left a wholly false impression. 
The disabiluies which Jews suffercd in 
those countries were so elementary that 
it was necessary for them to be given 
righis as ordinary human beings. That 
was not so in England and it was, there- 
fore, not difficukh fo delay the final 
emancipation of the Jews until the second 
half of the nineteenth century. 

in conclusion, Dr, Roth said that the 
Anglo-Jewish community had proved 
their Englishry by never hesitating to 
show their natural sympathies as English- 
men expected them to do.

Improved Egyptian Army

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BRITISH AND U.S.A. 
JEWRY COMPARED 


“ Grossiy Underpaid ” 
Spiritual Leaders 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The distinguished American Jewish 
scholar and Conservative rabbi Dr. 
Robert Gordis summed up the atti- 
tudes to Judaism of the British and 
American Jewries when I interviewed 
him before he left London with his 
wife to return to New York after a 
holiday tour of Europe and Israel to 
celebrate his completion of 25 years 
as rabbi of the Rockaway Park 
Hebrew Congregation, Long Island, 
U.S.A. 


Dr. Gordis said that many British Jews 
lived by their Judaism, many more loved 
it, but relatively few were ready to pay 
for it: while in the United States, the 
situation was aimost the reverse-—some 
lived by their Judaism. more loved ut. and 
many more were ready to pay for it! To 
illustrate this he claimed that of the 
United States 5,000,000 Jews more than 
half were actual paying members of 
synagogues——a much higher proporiwn 
than in Britain. 

That was one of the reasons, Dr. 
Gordis suggested, why it was possibie for 
American 


congregations to pay their 
rabbis and cantors salaries: which by 
British standards would be considered 
fabulous. He spoke of British rabbis. 
ministers. teachers. and other spiritual 


leaders as being “ grossly underpaid.” A 
Hebrew teacher in New York. he pointed 
out, could probably command as high a 
salary as the highest-paid’ rabbi in 
London, even after taking into considera- 
tion the dflerence in the cost of loving. 


Kashrut Non-Existent 


Asked about the observance of kashrut 
the Uniued States. Dr. Gordis regret- 
fully admitted’ that kashrut was practically 
non-existent therc There was complete 
chaos, even corruption and deception 
What organisat on there was, he stated, 
was largely in the hands of the rapidly 
dwindling tew of the older. Yiddish. 
speaking Ahhough spiritual 
leaders hke himsclf were concerned about 
the situation CGsordis admitted that 
there was at present no sen of improve- 
meni. 

He was full of admiration for the way 
British Jewry was organitsed——for the Beth 
Din. for the observance of kashrut and 
the. dietary laws, and the closely knit 
Synagogal organisations 

In his tour of Furope. said Dr. Gordis. 
he had found in Anglo-Jewry a refresh- 
ing contrast to the other European Jewish 
communities with which he ‘had come 
in contact—that. British Jewry. had not 
oniv a past and a present but also a 
future, in which respect it was similar to 
America and Israe| 

Dr. Gordis. who 1s aged 48. is the 
Chairman of the Board of -Editors of 
JupaismM,. the American quarterly devoted 
to the philosophy. religion, and ethics of 
Judaism. He ts also Adjunct Professor 
of Religion at Columbia Universitv. He

was born in. Brooklyn tn 1908 and 
received all his education in the U.S.A. 
While he has been in England. Dr. 


Gordis has had discussions with the Chief 
Rabbi and other relieious leaders on 
mutual problems of scholarship and of 
world Jewry 


Cultural and Religious Trends 


On Tuesday Dr. Gordis delivered a 
lecture under the auspices of the Society 
for Jewish Study and the Cultural Com- 
mittee of the World Jewish Congress 
(British Section). at 33 Seymour Place. 
W.1, at which Dr. A. Steinberg presided. 
His subject was “ Cultural and Religious 
Trends in American Jewry.” 

Dr. Gordis said that there were definite 
signs of a revival of interest in Jewish 
culture and religion. For the first time 
there was now a majority of indigenous 
Jews in the United States. The effect had 
been that the second and third genera- 
tions were no longer engaged in_ that 
headlong flight away from Judaism 
which was mistakenly thought necessary 
to demonstrate their Americanism. All 
religious sects, however small in number. 
were regarded today as part of the 
American scene and not a foreign 
element in process of dissolution. 

Jewish education of children 
showing signs of improvement both in 
numbers and in the quality of the edu- 
cation given. 

In the field of literature, 
lecturer, although they had 
remotely approaching the London 
JewisH CHRONICLE as a news weekly, 
there was a great improvement in the 
number and quality of Jewish American 
periodicals now being published.

Dr. Nehama Leibowitz’'s 


By Professor CYRIL DOMB 


The recent announcement of the 
award of an Isracli prize for educa- 
tion to Dr. Nehama Leibowitz is a 
timely recognition of the influence of 
this remarkable woman on the Study 
of T nach. Dr Leibowitz (or 
*Nehama™ as she is known to her 
friends and disciples) personifies a 
vitalising approach to our traditional 
texts and sources. For the academic 
scholar these may provide material for 
historical or archeological research : 
but for the Jew their primary purpose 
must always be one of moral inspira- 
tion and guidance. This is in accord 
with the rabbinic dictum (Meg. 14a). 
* Many prophets arose in Israc!l double 
the number of (the Israelites) who 
came out of Egypt; only prophecy 
which contained a lesson for future 
generations was committed to writing. 
Every part of the Bible—including the 
section devoted to pure narrative 
embodies moral teachings which main- 


tain their validity throughout the 
whole of human history. 
Brilliant Pedagogue 
In addition to being chosely familiar 


with all sections of 
Dr. Leibowtz is a briltam pedagogue, 
and has succeeded tn passing on he: 
icohnique to hundreds of young teachers 
all over Israel. As a lecturer her services 
ire in continuous demand, and she gives 
her time and energy unsparingly and with- 
ou; discrimination to kibbutz, ma‘abara,

101-YEAR-OLD WRITER 
Dr. Judah Eisenstein 


The death has occurred in New York 
of Dr. judah David Eisenstein, the 
Hebrew and Yiddish writer, ai the age 
of 101, writes our New York Corre- 
SPONDENT. Dr. Eisenstein was credited in 
1891 with publishing the first Hebrew and 
Yiddish translations of the United States 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution. 

He was the editor and publisher of 

“ Otzar Yisrael,” the ten-volume Hebrew 
encyclopacdia. In 1952 he received an 
honorary degree from the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, and on his 100th 
birthday the Jewish Book Council of 
America presented him with a scroll in 
recogmition of hs achievements § as 
scholar, editor, and publisher. 

Dr. Eisenstein was born in Poland and 
went to America in 1872.

Numbers fluctuate, but it 
can be estimated that the Jewish 
population of the Congo and the 
Mandated territory of Ruanda 
Urundi is about 2,000, of whom 850 
live in Elisabethville, capital of the 
Katanga, and where there is the 
only synagogue. Here the Rev. 
Moshe Levy is minister and is also 
responsible for the community 
throughout the colony. 


There are no Jewish schools, so in 
Flisabethville at any rate, religious 
instruction 1s given by the minister and 
his wile to the community's children 
in the schools which they attend. 
Some go to the Catholic Institutions 
and others to the large. splendidly 
equipped Athenéc, the State school. It 
iS mMteresting that in the Belgian 
Colony where political issues are 
excluded (neither white nor the black 
population has voting rights). but 
where the problem of religious versus 
secular education ("la question 
scolaire fiercely debated in 
Belgium) has recently appeared. one 
of the most respected and beloved men 
in this important province of the 
Katanga. is the spiritual leader of the 
Jewish minority. This is due not only 
to the integrity and cultured charm 
of the minister himself, but also to the 
place the Jewish community has taken 
and firmly holds (in spite of occasional 
difficulties) in the capital city” of 
Leopoldville, in Elisabethville. and in 
smaller numbers in Stanlevville, Lul- 
vabourg. and Jadotville (the  last- 
named town also in the Katanga. 
where another s\nagogue 1s soon to 
be built) 


First Jewish Settlers 


To understand this it is as well to 
trace the history of the Jews in the 
Belgian Congo Though there are 
tales of some taking part in. early 
expeditions and exploration, and it is 
known that important material support 
was given by many Belgian Jews to 
the Association . Internationale du 
Congo, which later became the Congo 
Free State, there is little definite 
information about names or achieve- 
ments 

The first certain record begins in 
1911. three years after King Leopold 
Il ceded the sovereignty of the voung 
State (which had been given to him 
by. the International Congress in 
Berlin in 1885) to the people and the 
country of Belgium Two Jews, 
Moussa and Soloman Benatar, trekked 
from South Africa to the Katanga. 
The name of Benatar is still honoured 
throughout the Colony and relations 
of these. two men live today in 
Elisabethville. 

The Benatars made their wav by 
foot to the Etoile du Congo, where 
the now important Union Muniere 
had opened a copper mine, once 
roughiv worked by natives. Even 
today road. surfaces can be swept 
away overnight by a storm during the 
rainy season, and in those days there 
were but tracks. so the going must 
have been hard for these two men, 
with grave rsk of sickness 

The Benatars were Sephardim and 
came originally from the island of 
Rhodes. The present community in 
the Congo is largely made up of Jews 
from this island. (The myenister still 
holds an Italian passport.) The 
Renatars sent for their friends from 
South Africa and Rhodes, who made 
their way to the territory as best they 
could, 

The Belgian policy has always been 
and still is to allow settlers into the 
Congo, provided these show compe- 
tence and financial standing. The Jews 
set up businesses and were among the 
first to see the possibilities of farms in 
the Katanga and elsewhere. Today 
fresh milk is plentiful and easily 
obtained in the Katanga (though not 
so readily elsewhere in the Congo). 
Mr. Abner Soriano, President of the 
Zionist Federation. is one of. the 
leaders in the raising and marketing 
of farm produce. He is one of the 
chief suppliers to the Laiteries de 
Katanga. an important organisation 
which runs milk bars in all the native 
centres and towns.

MOVE TO SAFEGUARD SHECHITA 
Action by American Groups 


From our Correspondent 


New York 
All the leading rabbinic and syna- 
gogal bodies in the United States 
have, together with the Union of 


Shochetim and the Kashrut Super- 
visors’ Union, taken steps to safe- 
guard shechita in the United States 
by submitting an amendment to a 
Bill (S. 1636) introduced in Congress 
by Senator Hubert Humphrey, requir- 
ing the “use of humane methods in 
the slaughter of livestock and poultry 
in interstate or foreign commerce, and 
for other purposes.” 


Bill's Provisions 


The Bill stipulates that “ no slaughterer 
shall bleed or slaughter any livestock 
unless such livestock has first been 
rendered insensible by mechanical, 
electrical, chemical, or other means 
deterrmned by the Secretary [of Agricul- 
ture] to be rapid, effective, and humane. 
No slaughterer shall bleed or slaughter 
any poultry unless such poultry has first 
heen rendered insensible by the severing 
of the head from the body, or by any 
electrical or other means determined by 
the Secretary to be rapid, effective, and 
humane.” However, the measure grants 
exemption to “any individual who is 
duly authorised by an ordained rabbi of 
ihe Jewish religious faith to serve as a 
shochet of livestock or poultry ‘in 
accordance with the practice of such 
religious fanh.” 

Two aspects of the proposed measure 
caused concern among the Jewish com- 
munity. The first was “the broad des- 
cription ‘of the Bill as a measure to 
“ require the use of humane methods in 
the slaughier of livestock and pouliry.”

After conferring with the leadin 
Jewish bodies, Mr. Leo Pfeffer, a lega 
expert of the American Jewish Congress, 
drafted amendments to the Bill which 
he last weck presented to the Senate 
Commitice together with 
scientific evidence showing that shechita 
is humane. 

The amendments siate that the term 
“ humane method of slaughtering’ shall 
mean, in the case of livestock, the ren- 
dering insensible of such livestock before 
bleeding or slaughtering, by mechanical, 
electrical, chemical, or other means 
determined by the Secretary to be rapid, 
effective, and humane; in the case of 
poultry, the rendering insensible of such 
pouliry. before biceding or slaughtering, 
by the severing of the head from the 
body, or by any electrical or other means 
determined by the Secretary to be rapid, 
eflective, and humane: and in either 
case, slaughicring in accordance with the 
practices and requirements of the Jewish 
religious faith by a shochet.

A Jew, Leopold Kohn, who recently 
returned here from Siberia after 17 
years’ imprisonment and now a resi- 
dent at one of the community's 
Old People’s Homes, found 200 
roubles when rummaging through his 
belongings. He assumed that the 
money had heen secretly put there 
by a Russian woman who had 
befriended him while in captivity. As 
there does not cxist an official rate 
for the rouble in Austria, Mr. Kohn 
applied to the Soviet Embassy here. 
There the Consal gave the elderly, 
sick man a sympathetic hearing, took 
the roubles. and requested him to 
return the following day. But when 
Mr. Koho arrived, hoping to receive 
1,200 schillings for his 200 roubles, 
the Consul abruptly informed him the 
roubles had been confiscated because 
the money had been taken illegally 
out of the Seviet Union.

ANTI-SPIDER-BITE SERUM 


Jewish Discovery

SYDNEY 
A serum to counteract the bite of 
the redback spider has been produced 
by Dr. Saul Wiener. a Melbourne 


Jewish physician. at the Common- 
wealth Sérum Laboratories. 

Dr. Wiener’s new serum is the result 
of 12 months intensive analysis of the 
venom of 2,000 of the spiders, found in 
Australia and New Zealand. The bite 
of the redback spider. which has been 
fatal, causes prolonged pain and profuse 
Sweating for three or four weeks. Dr. 
Wiener has injected himself with the 
venom to test its effects.

The West Berlin court of appeals 
dealing with denazification has decided 
to review immediately the case of 
Alfred Rosenberg, the Nazi Minister 
Of the Occupied Territories in the East, 
who was hanged at Nuremberg. 

The court quashed a previous deotsion 
by the local denazification court in 1953, 
when Rosenberg was classified as a major 


Nazi criminal and the scizure of his 
ientifiable property. valued at 45,000 
marks (about was ordered. 
Rosenbergs widow appealed agains this 
decision. arguing that the law only 
allowed’ for the seizure of part of the 


property. The court of appeal has now 
ruled that owing to a “ formal error” 
committed by the denazification court 
Rosenberg s case must be reviewed. 

The cases of about 100 other former 
Nazis, including Goebbels, Himmler, and 
Hitler himself. are ako later to be 
reviewed, the object being to decide on 
the relatives claim to the huge properties 
of the deceased, The total assets of the 
ex-Nazi leaders are estimated al over 
10,000,000 marks (about £833,000).

PROBLEMS of Jewish day schools have in 
recent times been causing much argument 
and controversy in the community. The war 
terminated the existence of such famous and 
long-established London institutions as the 
Jews’ Free School, the Jews’ Infants’ Schools, 
and the Westminster Jews’ Free School. 
However, the trustees of those institutions 
took measures to ensure that their funds 
should be available to the London Board of 


Jewish Religious Education for the building . 


of new schools to meet the changed condi- 
tions of post-war times. Meanwhile, also, 
the Jewish Secondary Schools Movement 
and the Jewish Day Schools Trust for 
Greater London had been going ahead with 
their own specific educational programme. 
A long and embittered dispute between these 
bodies and the London Board was ended 
by a settlement that was reached just two 
years ago, in May, 1954. As a result of 
that settlement and subsequent negotiations 
with the Ministry of Education, the QUEEN 
in Counci! approved the London Jewish 
Educational Foundation scheme for the 
development of Jewish day schools. Over a 
year ago, this Foundation announced that, 
besides giving help to existing day schools, 
it proposed to establish three new Jewish 
day schools in the London area. Moreover, 
this post-war development of Jewish day 
schools was not limited to the Metropolis, 
as was shown, for example, by important 
schemes in London and Manchester. Allto- 
gether, it seemed that a further and promis- 
ing chapter was being opened in the 
well-tried method of voluntary Jewish day 
schools under the State system of this 
country 


However, an entirely new movement has 
recently been advancing its claims. The 
general public first became aware of this 
movement when the Raps uttered 
the tollowing protest at the annual con- 
ference of the Mizrachi Organisation of 
Great Britain and Ireland in November, 
1953: “The Jewish Agency, through the 
Zionist groups, apphed a sum of money, 
and quite properly, for the purposes of 
propaganda and enlightenment on the tasks 
and achievements of the Jewish Agency 
in the building up of the land of Israel. 
There is, however, one sphere of Jewish 
education wherein it 1s unnecessary, and it 
may even be harmful, for the Jewish 
Agency to come to the assistance of our 
community. 1 am referring to the education 
of our children. Not a single penny of 
Jewish Agency funds should be spent on 
Jewish education, whether in Hebrew classes, 
Talmud Torahs, day schools, secondary 
schools, public schools, or kindergartens. 
Our community can, and must, maintain 
those institutions. therefore, most 
Strongly advise the Zionist organisations and 
groups who have begun to make approaches, 
however well-intentioned, to offer financial 
assistance to some of our day schools, to 
refrain.” Since then, however, the move- 
ment for Zionsst day schools in Britain has 
made very considerable progress. 


Six months ago, the Council of the United 
Synagogue approved the sale of the present 
premises of its Edgware Synagogue to the 
Zionist Federation for the establishment of 
the Federation's first Jewish primary day 
school. Subsequently, the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education became a party 
to this agreement and undertook a number 
of important educational responsibilities in 
connection with the school’s administration. 
The Edgware schoo! began.its work at the 
beginning of this year-and it is expected ‘to 
have full use of the present synagogue 
premises by the autumn. At last’ month’s 
annual conference of the Zionist Federation, 
Dr. Ll. S. Fox, the retiring Chairman, said 
that the Federation had now adopted the 
Jewish day schools movement and hoped 
thereby to create a revolution in the upbring- 
ing of our children. Mr. L. BAKSTANSKY, 
the General Secretary of the Zionist Federa- 
tion, has since announced that its educa- 
Lional programme is to be greatly expanded: 
He has said that the two schools with which 


that Federation is now associated—the 
Hillel House School (in which the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues is particularly interested) 
in Willesden and the new primary school in 
Edgware—are only “the beginning of the 
beginning.” The immediate programme of 
the Zionist Federation, so he stated, is to be 
the establishment in the near future of five 
new Jewish day schools in London and three 
or four in the provinces, the first of them 
in Leeds. 


At the recent Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers, the Curer Rapsi again referred 
to the subject of the Zionist day schools. 
He said that he had been more than per- 
turbed, when he read the report of the 
World Zionist Congress in Israel, to find that 
a ‘delegate had said that they should not be 
concerned merely with religious schools and 
that they must establish Hebrew Jewish day 
schools which had nothing at all to do with 
religious day schools. The Cuier Rassi 
advised his ministerial colleagues to exercise 
extreme care in giving their official support 
to any particular day schools. And we would 
add that the community generally will need 
to give very anxious consideration to all 
the implications of this sponsoring of Anglo- 
Jewish day schools by the Zionist Movement. 


GUILDHALL BANQUET 


THE Tercentenary Banquet, which, by kind 
invitation of the Lorp Mayor and Corpora- 
tion of the City of London, will take place 
next Tuesday evening at Guildhall, is being 
eagerly anticipated as one of the great 
occasions of this memorable year of com- 
memoration. Among the distinguished 
speakers will be H.R.H. the DUKE oF 
EDINBURGH the Prime Minister, Sir 
ANTHONY EDEN: VISCOUNT SAMUEL, the 
President of the Tercentenary Council, who 
will be in the chair; the Maroutis oF 
READING ; the BisHop OF CHICHESTER, repre- 
senting the ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY ; 
the Curer Rape; and the Lord Mayor of 
London, Ald. ©. L. Ackroyp. Together 
with representatives of British Jewry, lead- 
ing non-Jewish representatives of Church 
and State will be present. The public impor- 
tance and widespread interest of the 
proceedings will be underlined by their 
broadcast on the Home and Overseas pro- 
grammes of the B.B.C. 

British Jewry is deeply appreciative of the 
fact that the QueEEN is the patron of the 
Tercentenary Council, under whose auspices 
this banquet has been arranged. The par- 


- ticipation of the Duke or EDINBURGH, whose 


personal interest in all that concerns the life 
of our community is so well known, will 
evoke the liveliest gratification. Both the 
QuEEN and her Royal Consort are descen- 
dants of QUEEN VicToRIA, in whose reign 
Anglo-Jewry finally achieved. its emancipa- 
tion. It will be remembered that when 
QUEEN Victoria visited the City of London 
after her accession, she bestowed the honour 
of knighthood on Sir Moses MONTEFIORE 
in Guildhall. And it was in the same 
historic building that, three. years ago, the 
DUKE OF EDINBURGH received’ from 
ViscouNT SAMUEL, for presentation to the 
QUEEN, the commemorative volume of the 
Queen Elizabeth Coronation Forest which 
formed British Jewry’s own Special tribute 
of affectionate loyalty to their Sovereign. 


The City of London played an outstand- 
ing réle in the struggle for the removal of 
all disabilities from the Jewish inhabitants 
of this country and for the establishment of 
their complete civic equality with all the 
subjects of the Crown. An important land- 
mark in that struggle was the election, just 
a century ago, of Sir Davin SALOMONs as 
the first Jewish Lord Mayor of London. 
Many. cherished memories will therefore be 
recalled by the gracious hospitality which 
the Lorp Mayor and Corporation of the 
City of London are according in. their 
historic Guildhall to the representatives of 
British Jewry in this Tercentenary year. 
Inspited by the noble traditions of the past, 
we voice our aspirations for the future in 
the words of the City’s ancient motto: 
Domine, dirige nos. 


N. AFRICAN DANGERS 


ONCE more the attention of the world is 
focused on North Africa, especially on 
Algeria. _ Although Jews are not the par- 
ticular subject of aftack, they are again 
among the victims of outrage, and as the 
war—it'is nothing less than that—grows in 


intensity and violence, their position becomes 
increasingly perilous. Surrounded by a 
hostile Moslem population as the 400,000 
Jews in North Africa are today, no simple 
guarantee, however liberal and well-inten- 
tioned, on the part of the authorities will 
ensure their complete protection from attack. 
Hardly a week passes without a Jew being 
killed or injured. The latest method adopted 
by Arab terrorists to spread fear among Jews, 
in addition to the terror caused by shooting 
and arson, is, as we reported in our issue of 
last week, the kidnapping of Jewish leaders 
and holding them to ransom. 


With Arab nationalism growing in 
violence, it becomes more and more evident 
that even if a settlement with the French is 
reached, the Jewish hope of being given the 
long-denied opportunity to leave the ghettoes 
and enjoy the benefits of full citizenship and 
decent standards, is receding. Cut off for 
centuries from the main stream of European 
Jewry and herded together in abject poverty, 
North African Jewish communities have 
been compelled to eke out a miserable 
existence, living frequently on charity or 
begging from the few wealthy, but more 
often relying on assistance from abroad. 
They are also harassed by disease. 


All this has naturally contributed to the fact 
that Jews even in neighbouring Tunisia, 
where they have now for the first time been 
accorded citizen rights, are hurriedly leaving 
for Israel. The Jewish Agency, aware of 
the threatening dangers, is making new 
provision for an increased number of emi- 
grants from North Africa. But the anxious 
question of Jews abroad is, how long can 
emigration from North Africa continue 
before Arab nationalism gets completely 
out of hand? Even if the whole area 
escapes the violence and barbarism now 
raging in Algeria, there is fear that, like 
Libya and the Sudan, two Moslem States 
that have newly won their independence, 
Tunis and Morocco may also join the Arab 
League and be pressed to adopt an anti- 
Jewish policy, particularly in preventing 
emigration to Israel. To the age-old diserimi- 
nation against the Jew on religious grounds 
there is now added political hate. Even if 
the present political situation passes, the state 
of the Jews in North Africa must continue 
to cause much anxiety. 


EXCHANGING INFORMATION 


One of the more hopeful signs which have 
been reported recently is the news, originally 
announced by the Cairo Correspondent -of 
the New York Times, that an Egyptian 
journalist had visited Israel and had been 
received by the Prime Minister, the FOREIGN 
MINISTER, and other leading personalities. 
During his stay in Israel the visitor appears 
to have been given every facility to move 
freely round the country and to talk to all 
kinds of people, including members of the 
Arab minority. The decision of the Israeli 
authorities to give facilities for this visit will 
be warmly applauded. One of the greatest 
difficulties _ hindering a rapprochement 
between Israel and the Arab States is the 
mutual ignorance which exists on both sides 
of the frontier. The opportunity which has 
been given to this Egyptian journalist may 
—if he can write his experiences free of 
censorship—help in some small measure to 
enable Egyptians to see the Israeli problem 
in its proper perspective. Israeli official 
circles are right to encourage further similar 
visits, but it also behoves the Egyptian and 
other Arab Governments to reciprocate by 
giving similar facilities to Israelis to visit 
their countries in order that they, too, may 
bring back accurate reports of the state of 
mind of the leaders and peoples around them. 
ignorance breeds fear and fear can easily lead 
to war. If the Arabs really desire to avoid 
war they must do their part towards elimin- 
ating ignorance. Colonel Nasser has 
characterised the Egyptian’s journey as “a 
dangerous mission.” 
of the hazards is simply. another aspect of 
the prevailing Arab ignorance of the real 
situation in Israel. On the other hand, it is 
unfortunate that the Israeli authorities left 
the initiative for the publication of this 
interesting piece of news to the Cairo Corre- 
spondent of a foreign newspaper. How 
much more effective would the information 
have. been if it had been announced from 
Jerusalem as a tangible expression of Israel's 
desire for friendlier relations with her-neigh- 
bours ! .Once again we have a regrettable 
example of the Israeli Government's failure 
in the field of public relations.

ADOPTION IN JEWISH LAW 


HE number of people jn the 

British Isles wishing to adopt 

children has gradually in- 
creased from a mere 3,000 in 1927 
to a peak of over 22,000 jn 1947. 
after which the number feli and 
now averages about 15,000 annually. 
The majority of these persons 
seeking children are childless 
couples. 

There are no figures readily avail- 
able on how many of these people 
are Jewish, but it is known that the 
number of Jewish couples seeking to 
adopt children far exceeds the supply. 
The reason for this is not far to seek 
Or to understand, when it is remem- 
bered that the vast majority of 
children requiring homes are those of 


unmarried mothers. The abhorrence 
with which Judaism views pre-marital 


relationship or cohabitation outside 
wedlock on the one hand. and the 
purity and sanctity of married life 


governed by the Jewish famils laws on 
the other, has had pronounced effects 
Shown by the fact that so few Jewish 
children are to be found for adoption 
purposes. 

it is of interest for such Jewish 
couples who have obtained adoption 
orders to acquaint themselves with 
the Halachic attitude. English law. 
based on the Act of 1950. ~ penma- 
nently deprives the natural parent of 
his or her parental rights ; such rights 
shall vest in and be exercisable by 
the adoption as if the infant were a 
child born to the adopter in lawful 
wedlock.” The two spouses stand to 
each other and to the infant in the 
Same relation as they would have 
stood if they had been the lawful 
father and mother of the infant. and 
“the mfant shall stand to them respec- 
tively in the same relation as to a 
lawful mother and father.” It should 
be stressed that adoption as a legal 
institution does not exist in Judaism. 
and as a result of the rather contra- 
dictory position which exists between 
the English and Jewish legal systems 
confusing situations of practical bear- 
ing can result. 


A Legal Fiction 


Adoption has been described “ as 
the earliest and most extensively 
employed of legal fictions (Maine. 
Ancient Law, page 133) Ihe 
Hammurabi Code relers to forms of 
adoption. In early Athens, adoption 
is Older than Solon’s legislation 
$94). The theory of adoption is 
generally traced to three motives-~a) 
religious, (b) family, and (c) social and 


humanitarian. The religious motive 
is to be found especially in_ the 
countries. of the Orient, including 


modern India, where ancestor worship 
plays a great role in the lives of the 
people, together with a performance 
of sacred funeral rites and absolute 
obedience by sons to parents cven 
after their death, The saving of 
Mencius. “three things are unfilal. 
and the worst is to have no sons,” 
is a dogma in social and religious hile 
to this day in the Orient: thus the 
prevalence of adoption o! families 
with no sons and an intricate legal

too. are killed. The tragedy les not so 
much in his death as in the pitiful 
struggle between his immature fears 
and his moral obligation not to fail 
his people.

Although adoption as a legal insti- 
tutron is not found in either Biblical 
or Talmudic law, cases related to 
forms of adoption are met with in 


Biblical and post-Biblical literature. 
The first classic example is that of 
Moses. reared by the Egyptian 
princess whom tradition § identifies 


with Bithmeh and who received the 
credit tor this by the Bible's allusion 
to Moses as the son of Bithiah 
(1 Chron. iv, 18) In a simmlar manner 
a Tannaitic rabbr questions the state- 
ment found in Il Samuel xx. where 
reference + made to the sons of 
Michal, daughter of King Saul. Did 
Michal in fact bear them’ Did not 
rather Merab bear them ? Merab 
bore them and Michal reared them. 
This teaches us that whoever rears an 
orphan in his house is. in the opinion 
of Scripture. deemed its parent. By 
the same exegetical process, R. Hanina 
drew the same teaching from Ruth 
iv. 17. “And the women her neigh- 
bours gave it a name saying © There 
is a SOn born to Naomi.” Now did 
Naomi bear him? Surely Ruth bore 
him’ Ruth bore him and Naomi 
reared him: he ss therefore called 


Naomi's child (B.T. Sanhed. 19b). 
From the above quotations in the 
Talmud and the context whence 


they are taken if is quite plain that 
adoption in Jewnh eyes would rather 
come under the category of benevo- 
lence and as such be duly and grate- 
fully recogmsed, but would not be 
sanctioned as a legal institution as 
we know it today. 

A number of reasons are advanced 
why om fact Judarsm does not recog- 
mse or practice adoption. The fact 
that polygamy, practised in Biblical 
times. reduced the possibilitics of 
childlessness, is put forward as onc. 
Again the Levirate law (Yibbum) 
whereby the brother of the dead man 
without children marred the widow 
in order to provide the dead man 
with an heir, is also suggested as a 
second reason why adoption was not 
practised. These reasons, however, 
merely sec adoption as unnecessary 
and redundant. Whal appears to be 
the basic reason +s that Judaism does 
not recognise fictitious or superficial 
blood relationships. only natural 
blood relationship (see “ Three Great 
Sistems of Jurisprudence.” page 22, 
by K. Kahana Kagan) 

Bearing in mind all that has been 
said, what are the practical problems 
besetting a Jewish couple today who 
have an adopted child? As they will 
be aware, most doctors, and local 
authorities through whom ‘the adop- 
tion has been arranged. will empha- 
sise the necessity of telling the child 
he ss adopted This = advised’ on 
purcly emotional and psychological 
grounds. and in order to gain the 
trust and confidence of the child. 


Cases are known where the child hes 
not been told and has learned the 
truth from strangers with disastrous 
psychological effects (see “ Report of 
the Departmental Committee on the 
Adoption of Ohildren, 1954.” para. 
22 and 150). 

From a Jewish point of view not 
only is this advisable for health 
reasons, but imperative from a strictly 
halachic angle. Since the adopted 
child is not looked upon in Jewish 
life as a chikd born in wedlock, he 
would not be regarded as having the 
religious qualities and status of hus 
adopted parents. For example, if the 
adopter is a Cohen, this does not 
apply to the child, or vee ver, 
where it is known that the father of 
the child was a Cohen the laws incum- 
bent upon Cohanim today would like- 
wise apply to the child. The otuld 
would not be entitled to inheritance 
unless a stipulation is made to that 
effect, neither should he be called 
to the Reading of the Law with the 
name of the adopter as hes father.

it is of interest that Esther, who was 
adopted in a sense by Mordechai. was, 
when given her full name, referred to 
as the daughter of Abthail her father 
(Esther ii, 15 and ix, 29), and not as 
the daughter of Mordechai. Again. 
all the laws hinging on the Biblical 
positive command of “ honowring 
one’s parents ” would not apply to the 
adopted child in respect to his 
acquired parents. Sitting shive or 
reciting the kaddieh after them would 
also not be obligatory upon the 
adopted child. 

The question of the adopted child 
is a telling illustration of the complex 
situation arising out of the different 
legal systems under which we live and 
of contrasting attitudes towards it.

Jason) have evil 
implanted deep within them, but all of 
them steadfastly believe that their own 
conscience is clear. They bandy the

betrayed me, etc.” 

All this. however, is mere facade 
(almost as in a U.N. session, one feels 
tempted to say). What counts is not 
these long-winded arguments but 
simply .and solely: Who will win”? 
Will Medea be crushed, annihilated 
by the two meh who in different forms 
represent raison Or can she, 
even in this practically hopeless situa- 
tion, bring herself to be stronger than 
her adversaries, at the cost of losing 
in the process her humidnity to the

The nobleman 
7Zabrodsky fights for the partisans 
and so is allowed to act as custodian 
in his ancestors castie with Ks fine 
library. From the beginning of the 
play there is a palpable hint of the 
dark nocturnal Elga-atmosphere in 
Grillparzers “ Sendomiur Castic.” 

In Leah Goldberg's play as in 
Grillparzer’s story there are intruders 
who breathe new hfe into the sombre 
pile of the castle. One of them, a 
librarian from Israel, luxuriates in the 
old folios, delights in a mus'cal clock 
that is one of the castle's treasures. 
As he listens to M--a young girl 
appears to him. ‘Every might when 
the clock chimes she leaves her 
hideng place. She is a Jewess -whom 
the nobleman .Zabrodsky rescued 
when the persecution of the Jrws was 


at its height and whom he has now 
persuaded——giving rem both to his 
fantasy and to his love of the maiden

intruders have difficulty in convincing 
the maiden, who has hved entirely 
cut off from the outside world, that 
the war has been over for two years, 
and that she is no longer in any danger.

The article “The New Old Testa- 
ment.” in the April issue of Com- 
MENTARY, 1S interesting on several 
grounds. The author, the Rev. James 
Russell Brown, was born in South 
Shields and studied at Queen s 
College, Oxford, and Kelham Theolo- 
gical Seminary.

vear he studied at the Graduate 
Department of the Hebrew Union 
College, Cincinnati, and one notes

His article blazes no new trail in 
scholarship, but is a useful non-polemica!

—held the field. Jewish readers might 
have wished that he had cxamined th:

im a sphere into which Jews have for ti 
mos part been rather timid in entering 

The same issuc of COMMENTARY con- 
tams an article by Rabbi Emmanuec! 
Rackman, entitled “From Yeshiva to 
University.” He suggests that Orthodox 
Judaism in the Unnred States is now 


iransferring us emphasis from the big 
Synagogue with a public relations rabb 
who would draw the cfowds wiih his 


preaching, to a smaller synagogue associ- 
ated with a yeshiva (American for Jewrsh 
day school) and directed by a quicicr. 
more scholarly type of cleric.

RABBI'S VISIT TO EAST EUROPE 


Position of Jews in 
Rumania 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHronicrie 


Sirn.—I would like to correct the 
somewhat misleading picture which 
emerges from Dr. Kurt Wilhelm’s 
article on his visit to Rumania, pub- 
lished in your last week's issuc. 

The paramount fact which the Chief 
Rabbi of Sweden docs not mention ts 
that the religious activities which he 
describes are carried out in spite of the 
Rumanian Government s campaign 
against religion. No Rumanian Jew can 
practise his faith without having to suffer 
indirect victimisation. Characteristically, 
the President of the Federation of Jewish 
Communities—a senior civil servant—ts 
a confessed atheist, a wild anti-Zionist. 
and a man who has often said in private 
that he considers Jewish culture as 
“anachronistic and “ reactionary.” 

No dou Dr. Wilhelm was impressed 
by the number of Jews who occupy high 
posnions, like Professor A. Graur or 
Beate Fredanov, the leading actress of 
the Rumanian National Theatre. But 
all these “Jews” have. one thing in 
common: they are ardent supporters of 
ihe Communist régime and they have 
repudiated Judaism long ago. In othe: 
words, Mr. Gheorghiu Dej's régime is 
guite willing not to discriminate against 
Jews who are willing to forget that they 
are Jews, For this reason parents hesitate 
to bring up their children as Jews. Sooner 
or later, a young Jew in a Communist 
State must choose between Judaism and 
“ getiing on in life.” 

How, then, can we explain the open 
synagogues ? 


The simulacrum of religious freedom 
is very useful to the Rumanian Govern- 
mem. The pulpn can be a powerful 
propaganda medium aimed ai the reli- 
gious “ dichards.” In 1948 | heard the 
Chief Rabbi of Rumania, Dr. Rosen, 
delivering a sermon in the “ Psalm Syna- 
goguc “——betler known as the “™ Coral 
emple "—in which he justified the agri- 
cultural policy of the régime and asked 
the Jewrsh population to support it. 
(Incidentally, the Coral Temple has about 

seats and it cannot accommodaic 


3,500 people as Dr. Withelm contends.) . 


Another reason why synagogues are not 
closed by the Communists is obvious: 
they impress Western visitors who are 
unable to appreciate the political func- 
tion of party-trained officiants. 

Over 100,000 Rumanian Jews have 
registered for emigration to Israci, but 
they are not allowed to leave the country. 
Even now, Zionist activities are repressed 
with brutality—although -some Zioni 
leaders have been freed. One of the 
religious leaders, mentioned in Dr, Wil- 
helm’s article, often appeals to his friends 
in London for food and medicine. All 
this denotes a state of affairs which Dr. 
Wilhelm overlooks. 

It should be sealised that akhough 
religious activities are tolerated for the 
ume being. the ultimate objective of the 
Communist régimes is to destroy Judaism 
by forcible assimilation. 

Day after day, in schools and at public 
meetings, Jewish children are brought up 
in the spirit of “ scientific materialism.” 

The tragedy is that nobody is allowed 
tv counter these “educational” activi- 
ties of the régime.

Gibing at Younger Generation

Six,—In your issue of May 18, Mr. 
Snowman takes me to task because | 
have not written a critical study of 
Isracl Zangwill as poet, essayist, 
reformer, and so on. But I was not 
asked to do this. I was asked to write 
on “ The Jew in English Fiction ”; and 
fiction is the operative word. My task, 
then, was to line up outstanding Jews 
in fiction and to consider them within 
the social pattern and with reference 
to their creator. 

This I have done. No one has taken 
me to task because I discussed Shake- 
speare as the creator of Shylock and not 
as actor, producer, or Stratford alder- 
man: or that I did not consider du 
Maurier as an artist. as well as the creator 
of Svengali: or that I did not mention 
the fact that James Joyce did more than 
create Bloom: he pointed the way to 4 
new school of writing. These things were 
no within the scope of my artick. 

Zangwill-——and I grow a little weary of 
repeating it——-was a most competcnit 
writer. But he did found the school of 
Jewish genre, and very profitable he 
found u! Consciously or not. he 
heighiened certain Jewish racial charac- 
teristics and played down others. The 
result in very many cases is most certainly 
caricature. Kt has been said of Zang- 
will that his Jews are all nose. Jews arc 
certainly a peculiar people: but not as 
peculiar as Mr, Zangwill pictured them. 

All this gibing at the “ younger genera- 
jion "—to which, alas, I have no longer 
the honour to belong--is pointless. 
have not found critics of this younger 
generation lacking in sense, iniegriiy, or 
critical powers any more than those critics 
of my middle generation or of the older 
generation to which Mr. Snowman 
belongs.

as in the light of past expe; — 

CADETIONCE on 
certain festivals, Chillul Yom-Tov was 
involved. Indeed, kosher restaurateyr 
in London have repeated! expressed the 
view that any scheme without accepting 
Payment from customers on the day 
would be impossible to operate. 

With regard to the question of the 
meal for the Israeli sailors, the Hop 
Officers of the Kashrus Commission, like 
Clir. Snowman, are always most anxious 
to make facilities available tor Israel 
and other visitors. and no doubt in this 
case ways and means could have heen 
found for providing communal! or private 
hospitality. 

Ciir. Snowman’s reference to the ine. 
dent regarding ceriain fruits is similarly 
maccurate. There never has been any 
ruling against the use of strawberries 
There are, however, certain fruits. suck 
as raspberries, and vegciablés, which 
while in growth attract insects and worms 
Such fruits require, according to Jewsh 
law, careful examination before we 
Where large quantities are required the 
process of eXamination and selection 
becomes most difficult and impracticable 
and caterers are accordingly advised to 
avoid their use. Observance of kashrut 
very often entails much greater sacrifice 
than the substitution of one kind of frou 
for another. There is really no qucsiion 
here of “alienating sympathy unneces 
sarily,” Finally, does Cllr. Snowmen 
believe that an organisation like th 
Kashrus Commission could continue to 
function cflectively in the interests of 
kashruit without insisting on the stricies 
adherence to its regulations ”

THE FIRST TALMUD TO BE 
PRINTED IN ISRAEL 


By a Jewisun Reporter 


The publication by Pardes, Tel Aviv, 
of the Talmud Bavli, and shortly of 
the Talmud Yerushalmi, will be the 
first time that the Talmud has ever 
heen published in Jerusalem. 


The joint manager of Pardes, M: 
Jacob Mintzer, who is. visiling this 
country—afler having been Italy, 
Paris. and Antwerp-—is very proud of the 
fact that this is the first time, that the 
Talmud has ever been printed in Isracl. 

When Pardes was founded three years 
ago, it decided to attempt the publica- 
tion of ancient Hebrew books, and the 
success which had attended this attempt 
had only been made possible by the 
installation of modern printing presses. 
The printing of the Talmud Bavlt, in 
twenty volumes, began cighteen months 
ago and thirteen volumes have been 
completed.

SERVICE

VIR. MAX NUROCK ON 
ISRAEL’S NEEDS 


Armaments Not the Only 
Requirement 


Ihe important role which the 
Hebrew University ts playing in the 
life of Isracl was stressed by Mr. Max 
Nurock, O.B.E.. the Israel Minister 
to Australia and New Zealand, who 
recently paid a short visit to this 
country, al a meeting held at 52 Chats 
worth Road London, N W.2. the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. E. Jerichower, by the 
Dental Group of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. Dr. 
G. A. Cowan, Chairman of the Group, 
presided. 

Mr. Nurock, reviewing the poliical 
situation of Isracl and the Middle East, 
said that armaments alone were not suffi. 
cient for building a new country The 
trained youth was the backbone of any 
new country and, in Israel, the Jewish 
people were fortunate that such a hign 
standard had been attained at the Hebrew 
University, which was producing techni- 
cians. doctors, scientists, and agronomisis. 

Dr. Cowan recalled the early days of 
Mr. Nurock at Trinity College, Dublin. 

The Chairman of the Federation for 
a Dental School in. Isracl, Dr. B. 
Schroticr, said that an average of 20 
dental students were being trained every 
year in Isracl. The Dental Group had 
undertaken to equip the treatment room 
and. so far, 12 Ritter Units had been 
installed.

ALLING car-owners! 

Your help is urgently needed 

to transport, even if only 
occasionally, physically handi- 
capped Jewish children and adults 
to a club which has been started 
for them in the West End of 
tondon. Only with your help can 
they enjoy the facilities and 
activities arranged for them. 


Although the Jewish community 
looks after its blind and deaf members 
in a most commendable manner, we 
have been rather apt to neglect those 
who are physically handicapped in 
other ways, such as victims of polio- 
mvelitis, spastics, and cripples. Per- 
haps this has been due to a lack of 
information about these unfortunate 
people. But whatever the reason, it 
can be said that these people need 
friendship and companionship, and 
indeed recreational activity just as 
much. if not more so, as do the blind 
and the deaf. 

About a vear ago a small group of 
people. most of them parents of 
physically handicapped children, got 
together to start the Jewish Assocta- 
tion for the Physically Handicapped, 
with the initial am of giving parties 
and arranging outings and holidays 
for these unfortunate children. Ihave 
been talking with one of those parents. 
Mrs. L. Selzer. who 1s the Chairman 
of the Association, and she tells me 
that they have grown rather more 
rapidly than they expected. The 
Association now has 25 members on 
iis books who are handicapped in 
various wavs. They consist of 
roughly half poho victims and half 
spastics 

She told me of one of their mem-

bers—a young refugee girl-who lives 
alone in one room in N.W. London 
who is unable to move without help. 
This girl, said Mrs. Selzer, and others 
in similar circumstances, would be 
very happy to have occasional visitors 
to talk to. She would also be par- 
ticularly grateful for the gift of a tele- 
vision set, 

The activities of the Association. 
said Mrs, Selzer, are divided into three 
groups: a children’s group. which 
arranges parties and outings for the 
younger members and hopes in the 
future to arrange for some sort of 
group or individual holiday facilities 
for them ; a club group. which meets 
once fortnightly at 33 Sevmour Place. 
W.1, and provides social and recrea- 
tional activities for the \outh and 


adult members ; and a welfare group, ° 


which is engaged in helping house- 
bound handicapped people to keep in 
touch with the outside world. At the 
club members enjoy musical evenings, 
lectures and discussions. handicrafts. 
etc. 

For all these activities. of course. 
money is needed, but Mrs. Selzer 
pointed out to me that money was not 
their most pressing need. although 
donations would be welcome. What 
is wanted more than anything else is 
practical help of the kind mentioned 
earlier, in prayiding transport facili- 
ties ; in helping to run the club itsel! 
and other activities; and in visiting 
the handicapped in their homes and 
in hospital 

Car owners and others willing to 
offer their services to make life a little 
easicr for some of these unfortunate 
people are asked to get in touch with 
the Hon. Secretary of the Association

BISCLITS AND COOKIES 
Biscuits— Basic Recipe 


Self-raising flour, 8 oz.; castor sugar, 
4 oz.; margarine, 5-6 oz.; 1 egg; essence 
of lemon. 

CREAM the margarine and sugar, add 
the yolk of the egg, a few drops ol 
essence of lemon and the flour, and 
knead to a pliable dough. Leave in the 
ieirigerator or other cold place for an 
hour, then use in any of the following 
Ways:

CREAM the margarine and sugar, add 
the egg yolk, a few drops of almond 
vanilla or lemon essence, and the flour 
and knead to a pliable dough. Roll into 
tiny balls, brush over with slightly beaten 
egg white, then roll in chopped nuts o 
rolled oats. Place on a greased tin. 
flatten slightly, and put a piece of 
glacé cherry in the centre of each. Bake 
in a moderate oven 15-20 minutes (400 
—Regulo No. 5). 


Shortbread Biscuits 


Self-raising flour, 6 oz.; ground rice, 
2 oz.; butter or margarine, 5 oz.; casior 
sugar, 3 oz. . 

Sieve flour, sugar, and ground rice 
into a bowl, rub in the butter, then 
knead to a pliable dough. Roll out on 
a floured board 4-inch thick and cut 
into pieces about 3 x 14 inches, Bake 
on a greased tin in a slow oven (350 
Regulo No, 3). till a light biscuit colour-— 
about 20 minutes. When cool remove 
from the tin and dredge with castor 
sugar.

THE DEATH OF SATAN 


Ronald Duncan's two plays. “ Don 
Juan“ and “ The Death Satan,” are 
spread over three-and-a-half irritating 
hours at the Royal Court Theatre.

PROGRESS OF O.F.S. 
MINES 


Few investors probably realise the mag- 
nitude of the gold mining venture into 
the Orange Free State, a venture which 
is at last bringing its rewards as mines 
reach the production stage.

Three Fine Performances

Three Jewish athletes, Harry Kane, 
D. Segal, and P. Abrahams. gave 
highly creditable performances at the 
British Games held at the White City, 
London, last weck-end. 


_ Segal’s performance was particularly 
impressive.

DEATH-CAMP OFFICER 
FOR TRIAL 


From a Correspondent 


The Polish authorities have arrested 
Stefan Bukowski, on the charge 
of having been responsible for 
the mass execution of some 20,000 
Jews. Bukowski was controlling officer 
of the death camp at Koldiczew in 
Eastern Poland from 1942 to 1944. 

\n cxamination of the mass graves by 
a specially appoimied committee revealed 
that most of the victims. including women 
and ciuidren, died from pistol shots 
through the back of the head. Eve wit- 
nesses who have since been imicrrogaicd 
established that large numbers of ch:

DEFENCE TAX BILL 
PASSED

JERUSALEM 

The Knesset on Tuesday finally 
passed the Defence Tax Bill, in face 
of opposition from the Communists, 
and with the General Zionists and 
Cherut abstaining. 

While the Bill was originally intended 
to raise 1£75,000,000 for defensive arms, 
the amount has now been reduced to 
1£50,000,000. 

This includes 1£18,000,000 to be 
obtained from voluntary contributions. 

Income tax has been increased by two 
per cent or more. 

Israclis will have to pay more for 
cinema tickets, swects, beer, and tobacco. 
Refrigerators. cars, radios, and tclephones 
are also taxed. 

Presenting the Bill, Mr. I. Guri, Chair- 
mon of the Knesset Finance Commiuticc, 
said that the reduction of the total! to be 
raised would oblige the Government to 
introduce a supplementary budget. 


GEN. BURNS CALLED TO 
U.S.A.

General Burns, the U.N. Truce Chief 
in Palestine, has been summoned to New 
York for consultations with Mr. Hammar- 
skjoeld, the U.N. Secretary-General. Pre- 
occupied, however, with difficulties which 
are preventing the implementation of the 
Israecli-Egyptian agreement to establish 
observation posits along the Gaza Strip 
border, the General has been unable to 
leave Israel.

Some pcople mentioned in the book, 
he said, would certainly not like it, 
because they were again occupying public 
positions in West German life.

MARSHAL BULGANIN ON MIDDLE EAST

The Soviet Premier, Marshal 
Bulganin, said here last Friday that 
the Soviet Union believed Israel 
wanted peace in the Middle East. 

Marshal Bulganin told this to the 
Israch Ambassador, Mr. Joset Avidar. 
after a friendly talk on Middle East 
problems during a reception at the French 
Embassy. 

The Ambassador, who is a former 
Deputy Chief of Siaff of the Isracli 
Army, told the Soviet Premier: “ We on 
our side are not only ready but interested 
to Start Negotiations any day with our 
neighbours.” 


Marshal Bulganin, a glass of cham- 


pagne in his hand, replied: “ We believe 
you want peace.” 

He then joined the Ambassador in a 
“toast to peace’ in the Middle East. 

Marshal Bulganin told the Israeli 
Ambassador: “ It was entirely for your 
sake that we worked so hard and had 
to go to London to talk about you.” 

This was understood to be a reference 
to the Anglo-Soviet discussion on the 
Middle East, while the Sovict leaders 
were in London last month. 

The Swedish Ambassador, Mr. R. Sohl- 
man, and the Yugoslav Ambassador, Mr. 
V. Micunovic, also took part in the 
conversation.

Later the same day an armed khaki- 
clad Egyptian was captured near Nirim, 
close to the Gaza Strip border. 

An Israeli policeman was wounded 
when Jordanians on Wednesday machinc- 
penned a police patrol near the Hadassah 
fospital on Mount Scopus. The patrol 
returned the fire.
